that Lho only way to have a warehouse 
of this kind wftB to build il, and that ia 
what he is doing now. 


Me is BO conlident that a raisin ator- 


igo warehouse will prove a profitable 
Investment that ho ispntl.ingup the best 
ind nafcsL that can be had for the 
money. As n pioneer in this new line, 
Mr. llurleijjh deserves great credit for 
liis entorpriHc, and it is to be hoped his 
expectations will be fully realized. 


The warehouse will bo 150 feet long 


Lirely oi brick, thirteen inches thick. 
The gables will also be of brick, nine 
inches thick. The roof will be of cor- 
rugated iron. Mr. Burleigh'B intention 
is to make the building practically lire 
proof. It was hiu purpose at first to 
make the Hour of the warehouse of bitu- 
men, but he came loathe conclusion 
Jiat the place- would be as safe with- 
out it. 
It will bo well ventilated, but on a 


plan different from most warehouses. 
Instead of having the ventilators nTwooti 
shits, or lattice work, they will consist o! 
perforated sheet iron. This is another

t will bo a model waroliousu with all 
Lho latest improvements, and its cost 
will probably bo $7000.

BRANDY IN BOND. 


Proposal to Permit of It Being Bot- 


tled in the Warehouses. 


A Washington dispatch wys that the 


Senate Finance committee and the 
treasury department have under con- 
sideration a proposed amendment to the 
tariff bill, by which brandy may be bot- 
tled while in bond and shi 
for ex- 


,jort in bottles. This amendment is of 
great importance to all brandy diatmers 
of this country. The internal revenue 
tax on brandy is remitted when the 
brandy is withdrawn from the ware- 
house for export, provided tho same is 
kept in the original packages of twenty 
gallons or more. Goods are now only 
sent out lu the original package, and 
consequently no exporter knows what 
sort of brand may be placed on his 
goods whim they arrive abroad. By 
allowing the goods to be sent in bottles 
the work of bottling is done in this 
country and the individual brands are 
given fiome value.
